Tho Slmplo Ceremonies nt the Grave. 



[Nowry (March 23) Correspondence of Dublin Free- 
man.] 

To r clay tlio mortal remains of tho 
groat Irishman and patriot, John 
Mitchel, wore interred bo»ides those 
of his father and mother in the family 
vault in tho Littla Green (Jemotory^in 
this town. The obsequies were car- 
Tied out in tho simplest and most un- 
ostentatious manner. Except for tho 
large concourao of peoplo that follow- 
ed the remains, it might have heon 
the funeral of any townsman \rlio had 
made himself remarkablo or conspi- 
cuous by bis benevolence or public 
spirit. From the first it was intended 
that the coromonial should be without 
diuploy of any sort, and tho family 
wiaely, no doubt, declined an 
organized popular demonstration as a 
testimony of tho public sympathy and 
regard for the horoic- sacrifice! and 
sufferings of .the patriotic dead. The 
sad cortege was chiefly coufiuod to the 
relations, their friends and the peo- 
ple of tho town, the admirers of Mitch- 
el at a distance, owing to the intend- 
ed private character of the funoral.not 
deeming it requisite to attend. There 
wore, however, deputations protcnt 
from Dublin and tho South of Ire- 
laud. From an early hour business 
was completely suspended in all parts 
of the town, and tho peoplo manifest- 
ad tho utmost respect aud sympathy 
on tho mournful occasion. In all the 
streets, even tho back ones, the shops 
T?ore entirely closed. 

TUE HEARSE AND COFFIN. 

A, few minutes before one o'clock a 
plain hear«e, drawn by four horses in 
their sable trappings, and four mourn- 
ing coaches were drawn up at the front 
entrance to the ho Lisa; The coffin, a 
mas3ivfl oak one with brass mount 
iugs, and -having on tlio breast-plate 
this simple inscription, "Johu Mit- 
chel, born November 13 , 1816; died 
March 20, 187.')," was then borne to 
tho hoarse. On the lid were several 
large immortelles, one of which was 
pent by Mrs. Uoorg.e Barry, Sunday 'a- 
well, Cork, at whose house Mitchel 
stopped while in that city.

Wan headed by tho Roman Catholic 
clergy, of whom, in addition to those 
of the town, wero several present from 
other localities. It may bo said that 
all classos aud croeds were largoly and 
respectably represented on the occa- 
sion. There were no carriage* beyond 
thoso I 1 havo mentioned, and these 
were not occupied. The number of 
persons present could not havo boon 
less than 10,000 or 12,000, and the 
utmost quiet and decorum prevailed 
throughout. From Mr. Irvine's house 
tho procession proceeded through Kil- 
murray streot, Kildaro Btreot, Hill 
Btroot, TrovorHill, Talbot streot, San- 
dy street, Stream street, and High 
stroot, where tho small but neat conio- 
teryis situated. 

THE ' 'LITTLE GEEF.N GRAVEYARD. " 

Tho cemetery is known as tho 
"Little Green Graveyard." A wood- 
en gate shuts it out from tho town, and 
at tho other end are tho neatlytrim- 
lned and well-kept gardons of thoCon- 
vont of St. Clare, which immediately 
adjoin it on tho eastern side. Former- 
ly there was a Unitarian church oc- 
cupying the bite, tho sacristy of which 
and a pulpit covered by a woodon 
awning, only now remain. 

HIS FATHER'S PULl'lT. 

The latter has, I understand, boon 
rotainod in memory of tho Rev. John 
Mitchel, who died in 1S10. The cemo-

The principal tomb is that of tho Rev. 
John Mitchel and his wife, tho father 
and mother of tho illustrious deceas- 
od, whose obsequies wero being cele- 
brated, the others boiug on tho right 
and left of it. 

SERVICES IN THE CEMETERY. 

Tho coffin having been carried into 
the graveyard, tho Rov. J. Craig Nel- 
son, Downpartrick, ascended the pul- 
pit, and after some preliminary ob- 
servations, proceeded to dwell upon 
the career and character of tho de- 
ceased. Ho might freely and candid- 
ly state that, much as he admired and 
loved the man, ho had no sympathy 
with his poli'.lcnl view s nor with tho 
means and measures by which he pro- 
posed to carry thorn out. But this 
most decided aud oven bitter antago- 
nist should, and did, admit his perfect 
honesty of xuirpoae, his self-sacritieing 
devotednesB, lm consistent and faith- 
ful adherence to his convictions, and 
his unswerving and untarnished truth- 
fulness, whilst some admired and 
others feared theso jtelling, trenchant 
and powerful writings which awoke 
the interest aud kindled the enthus- 
iasm of thousands. Warmly as ho 
advocated what in his heart ho believ- 
ed to be truo and right, whothor in 
political or religious matters, John 
Mitchel never assumed infallibility to 
himself. And whatever might bo their 
differences of opinion regarding his 
views on theso subjects, a few of them 
wero old enough to remember, and 
all readers of history must know that 
views and measures which were once 
denounced as bitterly and punished 
as sovercly as thoso of John Mitchel 
had since been univorsally accepted 
and wore now recognized and main- 
tained by the laws of tho land. The 
samo observation might, perhaps, ap- 
ply to what most of them in this coun- 
try regarded as extraordinary n.nd un- 
accountable iu some of his movements 
on the other side of the Atlantic. 

THE LAST SAD ACT. 

Immediately after the address of 
the Rov. Mr. Crai^, tho coffin was de- 
posited in tho grave prepared for it, 
near that of Mitcbel's father. The 
scrme at this period was most solemn 
and impressive, and not a few present 
wept tears as the earth closed ovor all 
that was mortal of a man who has earn- 
ed for himself a deathless renown. 
Mr. Martin, M. P., fainted, aDd had 
to bo removed. Tho air was balmy 
and tho sun shone out with all tho 
warmth of a Summer day, as tho last 
sad offices wero paid to tho memory of 
Johu Mitchel.

this did not involve the abandonment 
of any important part of the preten- 
sions which he had hitherto put forth. 
This declaration, probably, would not 
have been without its effect, even in 
the House of Commons, had it been 
known there when tho bill passed. Its 
arrival before the subject was brought 
into the Senate certainly weakened 
almost indefinitely the reasons in 
favor of the bill, and tho process was 
pushed still farther by tho sentiments 
of Mr. Wulkem being openly avowed 
by a Senator from that Province. Tho 
project is at all events at an end for 
the present year, and in the course of 
events the Ministry may find it pos- 
sible to dispense with a renewal of the 
proposition."

A deputation of twonty Cnsaiar minors 
•waited on bou. Mr. Walkem yestordny to 
represent the urgent necessity of ap- 
pointing polling-plaeos in eonvonient 
localities so that Cassiar district should 
not be disfranchised at the coining oleo- 
' tioit. 

Mr. Dennis Cain, who introduced the 
deputation, in tho course of a few ro- 
marks statod that tho object of the depu- 
tation was simply to kuow rf if Cassiar 
•would have n roioe in the general elec- 
tion; and if ho, tho deputation would re- 
commend Laketown, Dense Lake; Win. 
Farron's store, 3 miles up Dease Creek; 
Mr. Thihert's store. Thibert's Creek, 15 
miles distant; Discovery Claim, Mo- 
Daino Creek, 100 miles distant; and Tele- 
graph Creek, head of navigation on Stic- 
koeu Rivor, for places of registration and 
polling. 

Mr. Walkem said that the Government 
■would have to consider whether the dis- 
trict should he mergod in Cariboo or 
New Westminster district. 

Mr. Cain said that what the deputation 
. wished to know was whether Cassiar 
•would ho disfranchised or not? If not, 
: where wore tho miners to cast their 
' votes ? 

Mr. Walkem reddened at this thniBt 
and asked, When was Cassiar enfranchis- 
ed ? lie added that tho question was not 
fairly put by Mr. Cain. 

Mr. Cain replied that he was not versed 
in Parliamentary language, nnd thatnll ho 
"wanted to know was where lie and other 
miners who felt a deep interest in tho 
welfare of the country should reoord 
' their claims and cast their votes? 

Mr. Walkem then said that he would 
gtant tho request of tho deputation for 
the enfranchisement of Cassiar, ami that 
he would eousi let in Council with which 
district— Carihoo or New Westminster— 
that tho vote of Cassiar should bo count- 
-ed. 

Tho deputation then withdrew, thank- 
ing tho lion, gentleman for tho alacrity 
with which ho had promised that the 
constitutional privileges of the Cassiar 
minora should be conserved.

District Electing. 

Tho annual gathering of the Ministers 
and Lay Delegates of tho Methodist 
Church in this Province, which com- 
menced on tho 30th ult., closed last eve- 
ning. Tho most harmonious feelbig pre 
vnded all tho session. The business of 
tho District meeting is considerably in- 
creased by the changes which have been 
mado iu the polity of tho Church dur- 
ing tho year. A union has been affected 
with tho Eastern British American Con- 
ference, including nil tho maritime Pro- 
vinces, and with tho Now Connexion 
Methodist. 

The Church now extends from tho Pa- 
cific to tho Atlantic, and tho West Indies, 
ond is governed by a General Conference 
and Bix Annual Conferences. 

Tho General Couferonco is legislative, 
and is composed of an equal number of 
Laymen and Ministers— is purely repro- 
soriative, and meets onco in four years. 
Tho annual Conferences nro executive and 
do not admit tho Lay element, except on 
their flnuncial committees. British Col- 
umbia is tho largest Missionary district 
in the Connexion. It has nine Ministers, 
and two paid agents, who aro employed 
iu tho Indian work. It has four Missions 
among the natives — throe day schools and 
fivo teachers. Two now parsonages have 
been oomplotod during tho year, one at 
Cariboo, and ouo at Fort Simpson; aud 
another is in course of erection at Bur- 
rard Inlet, under tho management of Rev. 
J. Turner, which will cost, when finished, 
about sixteen hundred dollars. 

Three churches, one in Victoria for tho 
Indians, one at SomenoB and one at New 
Wcstmiustorjiavo been built at a cost of 
not less than eight thousand dollars, and 
Ruv. Mr. Crosby is erecting one at Fort 
Simpson which will accommodate from 
seven to eight hundred persons. Three 
now Missions have boo a formed. Two 
young men wero received ou probation, 
one for the whito and one for tho Indian 
work. Three additional Ministers are 
expected from Ontario, one of whom is to 
succeed tho Rov. Mr. Pollard inthiscity, 
Public meetings are to bo held on all tho 
Circuits in the interest of tho University 
and Colleges iu connection with tho 
Church. It is expected that at no dis- 
tant day a Mothodist College will bo 
started in this country for tho higher 
education of tho youth, and for the Indu- 
ing of candidates for tho Ministry. A 
committee was appointed to prepare a 
programme to carry out this arrangement 
also, a committee was appointed to organ- 
ize a Sabbath School Association and 
prepare to holding a Convention in this 
city next September. 

A Camp meeting is to bo held at Chilli- 
whack in Juno next. 



Washington Trhiutohy at the Cen- 
tennial. — Judge Swan, of Port Townsend, 
says the Dispatch, has been appointed to 
prepare a collection of objects for the 
Centennial International Exhibition, il- 
lustrating tho genius, character, and ha- 
bits of tho Indians at this Northwestern 
coast. He is also instructed to prepare 
a plan or model of an Indian lodge or 
temple to bo erected on the grounds of 
the Centennial Exhibition for the recep- 
tion of Indian collection.!. For his ser- 
vices Judge Swan is to receive S20I) n 
month and his expensos, and S3, 000 is 
ptiid in his hands to bo expended in the 
purchase of Indian curiosities and speci- 
mens of Indian art. 

At Potsdam, the other dav, a public 
sehool-mrnter was dismissed because ho 
had been married without any religious 
ceremony. In reply to a question in the 
Prussian Chamber, tho Minister of Pub 
lie Worship said: — "I have read about 
this case in tho newspapers, nho heard of 
it elsewhere, and demanded a report 
which has not yet come to hand. A tea 
cher who gives instruction in religion 
must work by his example, A teacher of 
religion has, out of regard for his func- 
tions, to demand a religions marriage." 

Thk Dut Dock — We hear that the 
Government is preparing to bore a few 
holes in tho water at Thetis Cove by way 
of a commencement of the Dry Dock! It 
is proposed to first sink S 10,000 in these 
holes and then ask Canada whether her 
.5250,000 is to be a gift or a loan. As the 
Ministry already know that that sum is a 
loan, asking the question nnd boring 
the holes must naturally bo looked upon 
as rather superfluous.

Europe- 

London, May 3.— Tho Carlist Coinmit- 
teo has received telegrams reporting 
groat victories by Don Carlos' forces un- 
der command of Saballo, at Breida Crida 
and Santa Colona. 

London, May 3 — At Breidn Crida and 
Santa Colona King Alfonso's forces num- 
bered -10,000 men. They lout 5 chief 
officers at Breida and 350 men at Santa 
Colona. Another victory for the Carliste 
under Castcllo is reported from Aragon. 
The gov't troops aro said to have lost all 
their artillery and many prisoners. Tho 
ALfonaoist General Do Lntse was killed.

The Lonokst Lifed Takes thk Lot. 
The Tontine As socintion tui New 
York is drawing to a rapid close. It 
is an association which adopted a sys- 
tem of speculating in human life, pro- 
posed in oik.' of its forms by Lorenzo 
Tonti, a Neapolitan, who lived during 
tho seventeenth century. That of New 
York was founded in 179:2 by n num- 
ber of Knickerbocker merchants, who 
erected a coffee-house on the corner 
of Wall and Water streets. Tho pro- 
perty was divided in 203 shares, which 
wore sold for $200 each, the holder of 
a share choosing a nominee upon 
whose life his owu interest in tho pro- 
perty depended. Upon tho death of 
any nominee the share represented be- 
came forfeited to tho Association, and 
so the lives of tho nominees were pre- 
cious to those holding tho chances up- 
on them. The lot upon which the 
coffee-house stood was one hundred 
feet square, and is still owned by the 
Association. Tho coffee-house cost 
$42,000, and daring tho first twenty- 
nine years tho interest on each share 
averaged 8jj per cent. The property 
is now worth about §1,000,000. The 
number of nominees was originally 
203, the same as tho number of shares; 
but in 183!) there were only 1)3 left. It 
was then calculated that it would take 
until 167-i to thin the number down 
to seven, and this was tho euso. Mr. 
Wm, Bayard, one of the seven sur- 
vivors, has just died, leaving only six 
nominees, the oldest of whom is (iou- 
verneur Kemble, who is in his one 
hundredth year ;the others nreof cour^o, 
all over eighty. Enah remaining share 
is worth about $160,000, but, tho ono 
whose nominee will last tho longest 
will win tho wliolo property. 

Am alligator story comes from Mn- 
tara. One evening recently, whilo a 
Moorman was performing ablutions 
at the Niganga, near the mosque, he 
ho was seized ami carried away by an 
alligator. The following day tho body 
was found, and the alligator fleon at 
Piladua canal. The appearance of the 
body proved that death must have in- 
stantaneously followed tho attack by 
the alligator, which had got hold of 
tho poor priest by tho shoulder, and 
torn off his arm. The corpse was 
removed, the alligator making off for 
the present. He turned up ag..;:i, 
he wevcr.two hours later, when ho was 
despatched. Tho brute measured ele- 
ven aud a half feet. On being dissect- 
ed there wero found in his mow tho 
missing arm of the priest, a large 
quantity of buffalo hoofs, some stones, 
a broken bottle, und several tortoise- 
shells,

The Toronto " Globe" has an able 
article reviewing the Report of the 
Minister of tho Interior, from which, 
wo take the following: 

One of tho most difficult matters to 
to deal successfully with is tho land 
question in British Columbia and the 
treatment of the Indians in connection 
with it. The Indians of that Province 
complain, and apparently with a groat 
deal of reason, of tho treatment they 
havo received and aro receiving from 
the Local Government. According to 
tho British North America Act, all tho 
public lands of British Columbia are 
under tho control of the Local Gov- 
ernment; whilo according to tho terms 
on whieli that Province entered tho 
Dominion "the charge of the Indians, 
and tho trusteeship and management 
of tho lands reserved for their use and 
benefit, should bo assumed by the Do- 
minion Government, and a policy as 
liberal us that hitherto pursued by the 
British Columbia Government should 
be continued by tho Dominion Gov- 
ernment after the Union." It is still 
further provided "to carry out such a 
policy that tracts of land, of such ex- 
tent as it has been the practice of the 
British Columbia Government to ap- 
propriate for that purpose, shall from 
timo to time ho conveyed from tho Lo- 
cal to the Dominion Government, in 
trust for the uso and benefit of the 
Indians, on application of tho Domin- 
ion Government; and in case of dis- 
agreement between the two Govern- 
ments respecting the quantity of such 
tracts of land to be granted, the mat- 
ter shall be referred for tho decision 
of the Secretary of State for tho Col- 
onies." Now this difference of opin- 
ion in reference to the amount of land 
to bo apportioned to the Indians has 
taken place, and until it is satisfac- 
torly settled thoro will be a great deal 
of uneasiness in the Province, not only 
among the Indians but also among 
the white settlers. Tho amount of 
land apportioned to each Indian fami- 
ly by tho Local Government was only 
ten acres. In ono instance a tribe of 
300 souls has had assigned to it only 
14 acres in all, and that of poor, unsuit- 
able land. The*D6minion Government 
iu March, 1873, passed an Orderiu Council 
recommending eighty acres per family 
of fivo persons to be assigned by the 
Local Government. This was in ac 
cordance with the uniform policy in 
Old Canada; while the quantity as- 
signed in Manitoba and the North- 
West is double. This recommenda- 
tion tho Government of British Colum- 
bia declined to accede to, and said 
that it was impossible to agree to more 
than 20 acres por family, whilo it was 
further said that such uu arrange- 
ment could not bo made retrospective 
so us to apply to thoso cases already 
settled ou less favourable terms. These 
proceedings of the Local Government, 
accompanied by high handed eject- 
ments of Indians from the lands they 
had cultivated and pre-oooupiadj have 
caused a great, amount of bad fooling 
which will ouly be allayed by a return 
to more liberal aud, wo may add, more 
upright ways of dealing with them. 
The Dominion Government had dealt 
very liberally with tho Indians in Bri- 
tish Columbia; but till the laud ques- 
tion is settled, and, settled satisfactor- 
ily, all will be unavailing. It is a 
matter of deep regret that such a 
short-sighted policy should have been 
pursued, as impolitic as it is unjust, 
and likely', if persisted in, to bo great- 
ly injurious to the ho.-it interests of 
tue Province us well as derogatory to 
the fair fame vhich Britain has ac- 
quired for considerate, liberal, and 
perfeotly straightforward dealing with 
tho aborigines of tho Continent. It 
seems absurd to have white settlers 
allowed almost any quantity of land 
at a merely nominal price, aud some- 
times at no price at all, whilo tho In- 
dian restricted to two acres or even 
less, while he is quite as fully aware 
of tho value of land as his wlnto neigh- 
bour, and quite as able to turn it to 
good account. In some cases wo nro 
told Indians havo so many cattle and 
horses as scarcely to allow a couple of 
acres per animal to feed upon during 
the summer. An allowance of twenty 
acres per family is said to bo absurdly 
small, to say nothing of tho ten acres 
to which tho economical Government 
of tho Province would restrict them.

Barbels Made op Papbij.— 
lie Barrel aud Keg Oompai y, 
of Flint, Peabody & Opmpony, have bo- 
gun the manufacture of barrels from pa- 
per, ou Bran nan street, near Eighth. A 
patent for the process was obtained u 
couple of years ago, and the barrels nro 
in successful uso here. Several very se- 
vere tests of efficiency have been applied, 
including packing with hot plaster of 
Paris and a shipment of sugar to China. 
Tho company recommend tho barrels as 
costing ten por cent, less than ordinary 
casks of wood, and weighing fifteen per 
cent, less, thereby making a considerable 
saving in freight, Following is a de- 
scription of the manufacture: The sheets 
of paper nre put together and passed be 
tween rollers to sizo thorn. These sheets 
aro of thick brown straw paper, usually 
four in number, and the entire thickness 
is from ono eighth to one/quarter of an 
inch. This is nest put into a press and 
subjected to a pressure of about ten toun. 
This press is worked with a screw simi- 
lar to a cotton press. Tho shoots aro 
"callondered," and then passed between 
iron rollers and subjected to further 
pressure. They are made waterproof by 
being colored and painted with a prepar- 
ation mado expressly for this pumoso. 
They are next trimmed to a proper shape, 
the edges being cut, so that when made 
cylindrical thoy will dovetail together. 
Thin iron bands aro then fastened to each 
end of the oylinder., and hoops of paper 
put around each end. Tho heads aro put 
in and fastened and the barrel is finish- 
ed. Tne manufacturers claim for tho bar- 
rel that it makes a fine package for nil 
purposes of oommeroo. — <S. J>\ Call. 



Tub woman question is forcing its way 
in tho scientific world. The statistical 
section of the British Association has 
been for some time greatly titular tho iu- 
IhiHUco of the supporters of women's 
rights. On tho other hand, when tho old 
Ethnological Society was fused into tho 
Anthropological Institute ladies ceased 
to bo invited to its meetings; but now it 
ii intimated that ladies will bo admitted 
not only as visitors, but also as members. 
Occasional extra meetings have been 
held of a moro public character, at which 
linlies havo formed a majority of tho au- 
dience 



London, March 25th.— There is a 
very pretty quarrel going on between 
Wilkie Collins aud tho"Graphic"apro- 
pos of his story, "The Law and tho 
Lady," just published in that weekly. 
When the story was finished, the 
J' Graphic" published a littlo note say- 
ing, in effect, that thoy were sorry 
aud ashamed to have printed a pro- 
duction so immoral and otherwiso un- 
worthy, but that having bound them- 
selves by contract to print it, thoy 
could not help themselves. In reply 
to this, Mr. Collins has published a 
letter in which he shows himself to he 
as grout a master of denunciations as 
is Charles Beade himself. Ho says: 

At tho express request of the pro- 
prietors of the "Graphic" I consented 
to permit thorn to publish a new work 
of mine, called the "Law and tho 
Lady" periodically, in their newspa- 
per. Tho negotiations y wero conducted 
by their literary editor. Speaking as the 
mouthpiece of his proprietors, this gen- 
tleman's mam anxiety in respeet to to my 
forthcoming,-work appoarcd to bo that it 
should "give 4 no offence to the family 
circle." On Hie editor's departure, con- 
sidering what had passed between us— 
and not forgetting Swift's immortal ap- 
horism, which declares that a nice man 
is a man of nasty ideas^-I thought it wise 
to insert a clause in my agreement forbid - 
ding Uio alteration any portion of vny story 
by any person employed in tho interest of 
tho domestic inquisition at tho Graphic 
ollico, without first obtaining my consent 
and approbation. Tho agreement, thus 
guarded, was signed on both sides, aud 
the Lav and the Lady mado its appear- 
ance periodically in the eolumus of the 
Graphic newspaper. Toward tho latter 
portion of the story I had occasion to de- 
scribe an attempt made by ouo of tho 
male personages to kiss ono of 
tho female personages — an incident, 
permit mo to add, which being 
of frequent occurrence in tho '^family 
circle," was therefore au especially fit 
incident for the columns of tho Graphic, 
Tho littlo scene was described fautobio- 
graphieally) by tho horoino of tho story 
in thoso words: 

"Ho caught my hand in his and de- 
voured it with kisses. His lips burnt me 
like fire. Ho twisted himself suddenly 
iu the chair and wound his arm round 
my waist. In tho terror nnd indignation 
of the moment, vainly struggling with 
him, I cried out for help." 

To my indescribable amazement, I 
fouud this passage, on its publication in 
tho Graphic, clumsily altered, abridged 
mid mutilated (without a word of warning 
to me), 30 as to make certain allusions 
which followed in tho next number sim- 
ply ridiculous. I at onco wrote (with 
some natural indignation) to complain of 
this scandalous breach of courtesy, which 
was also a plain breach of the agreement. 
In reply, I received a letter from tho ed- 
itor, informing me that he had placed 
the nasty interpretation of his own on the 
perfectly innocent passage which I havo 
just quoted, aud that ho and "tho direc- 
tors" and other "members of tho estab- 
lishment" — all simmering together in a 
moral miasma of tlieir dirty raising- 
had actually interpreted what 
I had written as dosoribing "an 
attempted violation of the heroine of the 
story." I appealed (through my law- 
yers) to the agreement. The omitted 
passages were re-torod, under protest, in 
tho next number of the newspaper; and 
the consequent explosion of spite, which 
you have justly described as a "gross 
violation of the rules by which literary 
courtesy and good feeling are governed'' 
follow as a natural explosion of ihe edi- 
tor's insolenee and the editor's hostile 
feeling toward myself. It is quite need- 
less for me to defend tho perfectly inno- 
oeut passage which has been so indecent- 
ly misinterpreted, it has been reprinted 
in America, in Australia and in Canada; 
it has been translated into the French, 
German, Italian, Russian and Dutch Ian 
gaages, and not a word of objection to it 
lias reached me in any form. In no 
country but England does a writer meet 
with obstacle* at once so contemptible 
and so irritating as the sort of obstante 
which I have hero described. 



The Biiwish Polaii Exvedition.-- Tbb 
polar expeditionary vessels' at' Ports- 
mouth aro now receiving their finishing 
touehes. On Saturday their smoke stacks 
wero fitted, and their masts wero brought 
down to tho ship-basin in readinesirtb be 
placed on board on their being floated 
out of dock to day.
